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ALEXANDER SCHNEIDER, conductor, violinist, solo- 
ist, chamber musician, concert organizer, devoted 
teacher and counsellor of young musicians, has had 
an enormous impact upon the musical life in the 
United States since, as a member of the renowned 
Budapest String Quartet, he came to live in 1938. 
His activities in the field of chamber music are 
legion. Along with his twenty-three year mem- 
bership in the Budapest Quartet, he founded the 
Albeneri Trio; the New York and Schneider Quar- 
tets; and the Sonata Ensemble, and took an 

active interest in the formation of the Guarneri, 
Lenox, Cleveland and Vermeer Quartets, to name 
but a few. Mr. Schneider's vital interest in 
young musicians and young audiences has led him 
to become the founder and musical director of 
many concert series; such as the Christmas Eve 
concerts at Carnegie Hall, and the New School 
Concert Series, and Festival, such as the 

Long Island String Festival, Interlochen, and 

the Casals Festival in Puerto Rico. We are 
delighted to welcome Mr. Schneider back to 
Toronto for his second appearance with the OTP 
Chamber Orchestra. 
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The Christmas Concerto is certainly the most 
popular of all Corelli's many concerti grosso, 

a gendre which exploits the interplay between a 
small group of soloists and a larger orchestra. 
The final movement of this work represents the 
piped lullaby played by the shepherds gathered 
around the manger. 


Bach's Orchestral Sutte Wo. 3 is a set of short 
dance movements. A common gendre in the Baroque, 
this suite includes two French folk dances, the 
Gavotte, and the Bourree (literally - 'to flap 
one's wings'). It also includes the popular 
tune Air on the G String. 


Mozart's Symphony No. 40 tn G minor was written 
in 1788 in Vienna, the second of the final three 
Symphonies Mozart was ever to write. Of these 
Symphonies, which form a set all being composed 
within the amazingly short span of two monthss 

No. 40 is the most poignant and perhaps the most 
tragic. The version played tonight is Mozart's 
own revision of the work which includes clarinets,
